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FOREl/TORD 


The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  opera- 
ting a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.    The  Division  of  Agricultur^ 
al  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the    Io¥ja  State  Department  of  Agriculture  work- 
ing in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  surrmary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iov:a  and 
the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  corranercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  state 
and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  shov\.ring  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  info  relation  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Uork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  .agricultural  Economiics 
and  Statistics  projects.    This  is  a  report  of  vrork  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  '.Jork  Projects  Administration,     Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  22  and  24. 

The  Iov\fa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation 
of  the  miaterials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this 
series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  lov/a  assessors  and  tax  officials  who 
collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  tG"miship3  and  countias  dotailed  ag3;icultura.l  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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lOY/A  AGPJCUL'niifiL  STATISTICS  -  I.ilLLS  COTOITY 

Llills  County,  originally  in  the  provisional  county  of  Pottav/attaraie  l/, 
was  established  on  January  15,  1051.  2/    It  was  named  for  liajor  7rederick  Hills, 
a  young  lovra  officer  who  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Cherubusco, 

The  first  settler  was  Colonel  Peter  A.  Sarpy,  who  established  a  trading  post 
for  the  iimerican  Fur  Compan:/  in  lCo6,     He  laid  out  a  town  nec.r  the  mouth  of 
Ilosquito  Creek  and  named  it  St,  Ilary.     It  was  a  thriving  village  for  many  years 
but  the  Missouri  River  gradually  undermined  the  buildings  and  most  of  them  dis- 
appeared.   The  town  was  finally  abandoned.     Henry  Alice,  vAio  came  as  a  missionary 
to  the  Paiivnee  Indians  in  1834, made  his  home  near  St.  Hary. 

In  1846,  30  Ilormons,  vrho  v/ere  among  those  driven  out  of  Kauvoo,  Illinois, 
spent  the  xvinter  in  Pills  County  near  the  Ilissouri  Piver,  They  formed  a  village 
which  they  named  Pu.shville,  and  one  of  their  members,  Iifilliam  Brittain,  became 
a  penaanent  resident  of  the  county.     In  1847-48  several  fai-.iilies  made  a  settle- 
ment near  the  present  site  of  Glenvrood  and,  in  1349,  a  Pr.  Coon,  laid  out  a  town 
on  his  farm  which  he  naiaed  coonville. 

The  county  was  formally  organized  in  1851  and  the  county-seat  was  located 
at  Coonville,    The  nam.e  of  this  place  was  changed  to  Glenwood  in  1853.  The 
Burlington  pLailroad,  completed  in  about  1869,  was  the  first  railroad  built  in 
the  county.  3/ 

Area 

Hills  County  contains  438  square  lailes  4/,  or  230,320  acres.     Of  this  number, 
264,758  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land.  5/    There  are  13  tovniships  in  the  countj^ 
and  it  ranks  fifty-eighth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Pills  County  are  grouped  into  3  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land  soils.  The 
loess  soils  cover  60,3  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Parshall  silt 
loa^j — 58.4  percent,  and  IPiox  silt  loam — 1.9  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover 
4.7  percent  and  are  divided  into  Bremer  silt  loam — 2.4  percent,  V/aukesha  silt

Topography 

The  surface  of  Fills  County  is,   for  the  most  part,  gently  to  smoothly  roll- 
ingT    Bordering  the  broad  flood  plains  of  the  llissourl  'River,  however,  there  is 
a  narrow  area  of  bluffs >   some  of  considerable  height  i-^ith  sharply  cut  ridges  and 
smooth,  abruptly  retreating  slopes.     Eastward  from  these  bluffs  there  is  a  belt 
of  hilly  co-.Jitry  averaging  about  three  miles  in  width.     Most  of  this  belt  is  too 
steep  and  dissected  for  cultivation.     East  of  these  hills  the  characteristic 
tcpography  is  smoothly  rolling;   this  type  of  surfc^ce  covers  over  one-half  of  the 
county.     The  uplands  are  cut  by  rather  shallow  drainageways  and  the  slopes  are 
gentle  and  uniform.     The  bottom-lands  occupy  the  rather  wide  areas  along  the 
Missouri  River  and  the  narrower  areas  bordering  the  streams  in  the  eastern  part 
of  tne  county.     Terraces  are  found  along  the  West  Nishnabotna  River,  Silver 
Creek,  Keg  Creek  and  Waubonsie  Creek.     There  are  no  terraces  along  the  Missouri 
Hi  ve  r » 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  accompli  shed  by  the  Missouri  River  and  its 
tributaries  in  the  western  part,  and  the  West  Nishnabotna  River  and  its  tribu- 
taries in  the  eastern  part,  _?/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  over  a  10- year  period  (1930-1939)  was  50,2  degrees,

populat  ion 

In  1852,   the  first  State  census  in  Mills  County  listed  1,462  inhabitants^ 
The  population  reached  a  peak  in  1900  and  has  remained  fairly  stationary  since 
that  time.     The  county  has  a  density  of  36  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared 
with  the  State  density  of  44,

In  1930  the  foreign  borii  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  totaled  2,480.   or  15,6  percent  of  tne  entire  population  of  the 
councyo     Of  this  number,   those  of  3-erman  descent  led  wiuh  1,014,   the  English 
had  341.   the  Irish  had  210,   and  the  Swedes  had  6o.

Fruit 


There  were  242,466  apple  trees  and  417,230  bushels  of  apples  recorded  in 
1909.   the  record  year  for  apples.     In  comparison,   there  were  only  15,790  trees 
and  17,639  bushels  listed  in  1934.     The  greatest  number  of  peach  trees.  12,552, 
was  recorded  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  production,  3,449  bushels,  was  listed 
in  1934,     In  18^*4,  the  peak  year  for  pluns,   8,070  trees  -^'ielded  2,482  bushels. 
The  best  year  for  cherries  was  1909  when  7,405  trees  and  3,838  bushels  were 
reported.     In  1934,   39,664  vines  had  a  record  yield  of  227,539  pounds.  16/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off„  A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived 
"by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  '  sarcr^ 
mations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked „  This  assumes  that 
acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total    corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  this  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  that  those  in  Table  18  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessors'  figures.
